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Wertenberger new head of nursing

Dr. Dana Hames-Wertenberger joined 
the Clarke College faculty at the begin- 
ning of the 1995-96 school year as the 
chair of the nursing department and, 
already, big changes are in the making. 
Wertenberger is in the process of imple- 
menting a master’s degree in nursing. 

Though she cannot say when the pro- 
gram will be up and running, she did say 
that they are in the process of doing a fea- 
sibility study and as quickly as the 
process is completed, they will move 
ahead with the plans. 

Along with making plans to imple- 
ment the master’s program, Wertenberger 
is also working on starting a nursing 
honor society known as Sigma Theta Tau, 
and is in the process of developing a con- 
tinuing education program. 

Wertenberger received her diploma in 
nursing from Chestnut Hill Hospital 
School of Nursing in Philadelphia, Pa. 
She then relocated to San Antonio, Texas, 
where she pursued her bachelor’s degree 
in nursing at the University of Texas 
Graduate School of Biomedical Sciences. 

After completing her master’s degree, 
she relocated to Los Angeles and 
received her doctorate in nursing from 
the University of Southern California. 
Sbe was then recruited to the University 
of Alberta in Alberta, Canada. 

She stayed in Alberta for seven years

great opportunity for growth and she 
wants to build on the already positive 
profile that the program has. 
Wertenberger chose nursing as 2. 
career because of the broad range of pos- 
sibilities in the profession. There are so 


many different choices to make, and so 
many paths to explore within the frame- 
work of nursing, she said. In her past 
years of experience, she has worked in 
such areas as intensive care, hemodialy- 
sis, neurosurgery and cardiovascular. 
She was a staff nurse, clinical nurse spe- 
cialist, an instructor, lecturer, a professor 
and a director. 

Wertenberger’s office is filled with 
pictures, which include her husband, 
Eric, her 12-year-old daugher, Lea, and 
her four Nova Scotia duck tolling retriev- 
ers.

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Clarke alumn brings back 
slobal awareness message

“Global awareness has nothing to do 
with traveling all over the world, it is a 
matter of the heart and mind, finding 
ways to serve others with the talents God 
gave us,” Mary L. Heidkamp told an 
audience of about 60 Tuesday night in the 
Mary Benedict Formal Lounge. 

Heidkamp said she is a simple 
woman, a wife and mother of two, 
Maura and Matthew, and is involved in 
her children’s activities. She attributes 
part of her lifestyle to Clarke College, 
where she graduated in 1971. She said 
that even though her love and passion for 
global awareness didn’t start here, it was 
very much enriched during her college 
years. . 

People don’t need to go too far in 
order to see poverty, homelessness and 
the necessity to make and create solu- 
tions to societies’ problems, Heidkamp 
said. In fact, she said, she learned the 
most from her children. 

Heidkamp said that last Christmas her 
children gave their money to homeless 
people or wrote letters to prisoners. Her 
children do something in order to make a 
difference on poor and necessitated lives, 
so why can’t we do the same, she asked 
the audience. 

Heidkamp talked about a woman 
named Dawa, who lived homeless in the 
Chicago area with five children during 
winter time and survived. But, she said, 
this could be the case of anyone in 
today’s society. Heidkamp talked to 
Dawn and wanted to help her, but Dawn 
simply told her not to feel pity for her. 
Instead, Dawn recommended _ that 
Heidkamp work as she had been doing, 
so she could make the difference for 
many others in need. 

The Campaign for Human 
Development of the Archdiocese of 
Chicago is trying to make that difference 
in society and help people like Dawn, 
Heidkamp said. Since 1969, the archdio- 
cese has used fund-raising money to help

gives you hope,” Heidkamp said. 

Heidkamp said she wants people to 
understand global awareness through real 
life situations that could happen to any- 
one, but she doesn’t want people to be 
depressed by statistics. She said she just 
wants people to understand the situation 
and do something in their community to 
change it. 

“Today we look at being poor as a 
crime,” Heidkamp said. “We are, as a 


society, punishing the poor.” 

She said that society’s view of pover- 
ty is incorrect and it should be changed. 

“Just because people are humans, we 
should treat them with dignity.” 

Bill Zibel, a Clarke College freshman 
in the audience, talked about working 
with poor children who lived in poverty 
in the Chicago area, and how disappoint- 
ed he is with society because there is 4 
problem and not too many people try '0 
help or change the situation. 

“Kids pray that they make it through,” 
Zibel said. 

“Be awake of what is around us, that 
is to be globally aware,” Heidkamp told 
the students and faculty.

Doll maker returns 
to give workshops

Selena Derry, from Chicago, will con- 
duct a cultural workshop on Feb. 14-15. 

Derry will conduct a doll making 
workshop and a quilt making workshop 
on Feb. 14 in the Mary Ben Formal from 
5 p.m. - 7 p.m. Derry will be at a table in 
the Atrium from 1 to 4 p.m. Feb. 15 
where she will sell jewelry, greeting 
cards and figures from the African cul- 
ture. To finish her presentation, Derry 
will have a fashion show in the Jansen 
Music Hall from 5 p.m. - 6 p.m. 

Derry has been a doll maker for more 
than 15 years. She started out with 
porcelain dolls but because they are a 
very expensive and difficult media to use 
and work with to represent one’s culture, 
she decided to use paper so that each per- 
son could share the same creativity that 
she does and also at a lower price. 

For a living, Derry makes dolls and 
gives lectures, she also sells her crafts to 
a Store that retails objects made only by 
women. One reason she said she does 
this is to keep helping women. 


The type of lecture that she gives 
shows women how their culture can help 
them survive. Derry also started an orga- 
nization called IBEGI. She picked the 
word IBEGI to tell people that no matter 
what culture you are from, you should 
remember it and nourish it by always 
keeping it. 

Derry’s family never taught the 
African culture to her because it was 
pushed away. She said she had to learn 
and acquire the African culture on her 
own, but she got the chance to learn first- 
hand by marrying an African man. 

During her workshops, Derry plays 
music that has a meaning. She plays 
spirituals that have been sung since the 
time Africans came to America. She said 
that she uses the African music to put the 
participants in a mood of connection to 
motherhood. 

The quilt making workshop that will 
take place on Feb. 14 is to show the pub- 
lic how quilt making helps bring bridges 
together between cultures.
